WASHINGTON. Aug. 2.—The govern- 


ment's shipbuilding program, as it will 
be carried out by the reorganized ship- 
ping 
board, 
provides 
for as many 


wooden ships as the country can build. 
This was made clear yesterday to pro- 
ducers of southern pine lumber called 
hero for 
a 
conference looking to- 
ward speeding up their output of ship 
timbers. 
War demands require the construc- 


tion of every vessel—wood and'steel— 
that American yards can turn out. tha 
lumbermen were told by Rear Admiral 
Capps, the new general manager of 
the shipping board's fleet corporation. 


The conference disclosed that 
al- 


though the Southern Pine association 
pledged enough lumber for 100 ship.'., 
its members have been slow, in fur- 
nishing the cut. 
This was explained 
by some as duo to unusual sizes de- 
manded, but others admitted thatnign- 
er prices to be had elsewhere made 
many plants reluctant to work on gov- 
ernmont tracts. 
After Chairman Hurley of the board, 


Admiral Capps and a number of pro- 
ducers had appealed to tho patriotism 
of the industry to furnish the govern- 
ment with Its requirements, officers of 
the Pine association declared they worn 
certain there would 
be little more 


difflculy In getting deliveries. 
The 100-shlp units promised by the 
pine association were based on a priuo 
of 535 a thousand, fixed by the defense 
council's lumber committee. 
On out- 
side orders, it was said, some pro- 
ducers are getting $10 more than that. 
Thus far-the association has placed 63 
of the 100 orders for ship materials. 
Contracts for 66 additional wooden ves- 
sels have been let In the south and 
the corporation is negotiating now for 
88 more, but none of this lumbe;- Is 
in sight.

ployes by enlistment while the Indica-

employment by tho draft. 
To guard 
against being crippled for want of ex« 
perienced help the street railway com- 
pany has been hiring a 
number of 
new employes, all men

the draft age. The Pennsylvania rail- 
road has ju.st announced that age will 
no longer -be a--barrler to- employment 
in that corporation. Heretofore it has

You 
will notice also that the men who are 
now collecting fares as "rookies" aro 
much older than the average conduc- 
tor who is a young and active man,- 
You aak what it means? The answer 
is that the war has 
reopened 
the 
doors of industry to the old man who* 
for yearn past had been systematically 
harred from employment by the great . 
American corporations. 
!In the local 
case, the street railroarl has lost some 
25 or more of its 
experienced em- 
ployes by enlistment while the indica- 
tions are that twice that number, if 
not more, will be taken away 
from 
employment by the draft. 
To guard 
against being crippled for want of ex» 
perienced help the street railway com- 
pany has been hiring a 
number 
of, 
new employes, all men 
well 
beyond 
the draft flge. The Pennsylvania, rail-, 
road has ju&t announced that age will 
no longer be a barrier to employment 
in that corporation. Heretofore it has 
been a rigid rule of that corporation 
that no man over 45 years of 
ago 
Bhould be hired. Tho steel tiust had a 
rule, that no unskilled man over 35 
nor skilled man over 45 could be-em- 
ployed, but it has also 
thrown 
ago 
limits to the winds. 
Frequently of 
late advertisements have appeared 
in 
the local papers for male help and tho 
stipulation has heen that 
only 
men 
over 31 need apply. This letting down 
the bars in the industrial world, from 
the viewpoint of the middle aged 
or 
old man, ia one bright spot in 
tha 
dark clouds of war. 
Before the war 
began the industrial world had placed 
a boycott on old men and some 
ex- 
tended it to men of middle age. If 9 
man over 40 years of age 
lost 
hia 
iob he had great difficulty getting an- 
other while a man of 60 had nothing 
ahead of Jj.im except odd jobs. The es- 
tablishment: of pension funds is said 
to have been responsible for this dis- 
crimination against old age. Tho cor. 
porationi arranged their rules bo that 
no man who had not given 10 or more 
years' service to the concern could get 
a pension and in order to do this they 
hired younger men exclusively.

now elderly men who look husky can
